Claims 3-19, 22, and 26-29 were pending in the application. The Examiner has required 
restriction under 35 U.S.C. §121 amongst two groups of claims: Claims 3-19 and 22 (Group I), 
drawn to compositions comprising peptides; and Claims 26-29 (Group II), drawn to a method of 
identifying foreign antigens. 

In response, Applicants hereby elect to prosecute the claims of Group I for immediate 
prosecution. The non-elected claims, namely claims 26-29 are canceled by amendment herein.

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The Examiner has required an election of species under 35 U.S. C. §121 amongst patentably 
distinct species in Group I, namely peptides with sequences defined by SEQ ID NOs:l-15. 

In response, Applicants hereby elect species with the sequence described in SEQ ID NO: 3 
for immediate examination. 

Applicants submit that the current inventorship is in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(b). 



Claims 3-19, 22, and 26-29 were pending in the application and were subjected to a 
restriction requirement. Applicants hereby elect the claims of Group I, namely Claims 3-19 and 
22, for immediate prosecution. The non-elected claims, namely claims 26-29, are canceled by 
the present amendment. Applicants hereby elect species with the sequence described in SEQ ID 
NO:3. A change of inventorship is not necessitated by the present amendment. Furthermore, no 
new matter is introduced by the present amendment.
